LIVERPOOL, April 15.—Two women, occupying the same 


stateroom but strangers to each other until they 


met on the 


boat, ended their lives by shooting while the Cunard liner Lucania 
was coming to this port from New York. They were buried at sea 
and their identity has not yet been fully established. 

Margaret Clarke, apparently about 40 years old, shot herself 
when the boat was four days out. Her companion, who had given 
the name of Helen Miller and was about 22 years old, was trans- 


ferred to another stateroom. She shot herself two days later. 


She 


left a note.saying she had been completely upset by the death of 
her roommate and asking that she also be buried at sea. 


Miss Clarke had taken pains to de- 
stroy all marks that might lead to her 
identification, but a label which had 
been torn to bits was pieced together 
’ and was found to contain the address 
“@ Clinton street, Brooklyn.”’ 

The younger woman had confided to 
@ stewardess that she had been a widow 
two years and that she was traveling 
under an assumed name for reasons 
she did not care to disclose. There wil! 
be no official inquiry here into the 
suicides, the reports of the officers of 
the steamer having apparently told al! 
that can be learned.

Republican Leaders of Spring- 
field, Mo., Sign Note to 
Protect Bondsmen. 


CALLS IT A _ MISTAKE 








Democratic Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Demands Grand Jury 
Investigation. 





Special to the Post-Dispazch. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 15.—Follow- 
ing the discovery of a shortage of $2200 
in the office of the Criminal] Court Clerk 
of Greene County, Ben R. Holmes has 
resigned from the office and will turn 
over the affairs to his successor tomor- 
row morning. George Campbell, chief 
deputy clerk, has been appointed to suc- 
ceed Holmes by Gov. Hadley. 

Holmes resigned in the shadow of a 
grand jury investigation which has been 
demanded by Prosecuting Attorney 
West. 

An anonymous letter sent to the pros- 
ecutor some time ago was the first in- 
timation received by his office that 
there-was mismanagement on the part 
of Holmes. 

Prosecutor West is one of two Demo- 
cratic office holders in the county and 
his efforts to trace the shortage were 
frequently impeded. His application 
for a grand jury was refused and he 
has been made the subject of bitter at- 
tacks by Republican newspapers here. 

Bondsmen Are Protected. 

Holmes’ bondsmen held a conference 
with the Republican county organiza- 
tion and made good the amount al- 
leged to be due the county. Republi- 
can leaders signed a note which is held 
in escrow to guarantee that the bonds- 
men would lose nothing. 

In a statement made today, Holmes 
declares that he resigned to defeat the 
efforts of those who would remove him 
from office. Every penny, he says, has 
been restored to the County. He at- 
tributes his shortage to his own care- 
lessness. 

Prosecutor West said the action of 
‘Holmes in resigning from office would 
have no effect upon his applictaion for 
a grand jury, and that the County 
Clerk’s office will be investigated thor- 
oughly. 

Would Examine All Records. 

Holmes takes the stand that as ne 
has made good any possible shortage, 
he cannot be prosecuted. Mr. West to- 
day notified those who are opposing him 
in his efforts to get’a grand jury that 
unless one is called he will have a 
commission appointed to examine every 
record in the Courthouse at his own 
expense. 

Holmes has been in office two years, 
and has been prominent in Republican 
politics for 15 years. He announced to- 
day he intended to go to Colorado. 

A Democrat holding an office in Greene 
County was looked upon as a political 
impossibility until the election of Mr. 
West last fall. He made his campaign 
on alleged mismanagement in the coun- 
ty offices.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 15.—Forty- 
six distinct reasons why the defendants, 
Duncan B. Cooper and Robin J. Coop- 
er, recently convicted of the murder of 
Senator E. W. Carmack, should be 
sranted a new trial at the hands of 
Judge W. M. Hart, are set forth in 
8rounds for the motion for a new trial, 
filed by the attorneys for the defend- 
ants today.

D. Sullivan Is Thoroughly 
Illustrated.

There He Accumulated Pic- 
tures of Anchors, Hearts 
and Monuments. 


Charles D. Sullivan, who was arrest- 
ed in St. Louis by Secret Service Oper- 
ator McHugh last Saturday on charges 
of impersonating a secret service opera- 
tor, is the most thoroughly and pic- 
turesquely tattooed man ever examined 
by the local Bertillon experts. 

This fact and the further fact that he 
is much wanted in Chicago, where there 
are 20 cases against him, developed 
Thursday. 

The loca] secret service office received 
a wire from the Chicago Bureau request- 
ing that Sullivan be examined to ascer- 
tain if there is a ‘arge crucifix tattooed 
on the center of his chest.

On Sullivan’s right wrist, 
his cuff, is a woman’s head. On his 
back is a sailor on a monument, the 
latter being inscribed: “In Memory of 
Father and Brother.’ Other tattooes 
include a bird with an Olive branch, 
three women in tights, one of them on 
a tightrope, a dagger piercing a heart, 
a horseshoe with whips, inscribed ‘‘Good 
Luck;’’ a man’s head, an anchor, a 
cross, a heart and a wreath. 


Says He Fought With Schley. 
Sullivan, who is 40 years old, says he 


used to serve in the United States Navy 
and fought with Schley at Santiago. 
He says he was a jockey also and fol- 
lowed the racing circuit with the Whit- 
ney stable of New York. 

A letter from Capt. Thomas I. Porter, 
head of the Secret Service Bureau in 
Chicago, was reecived Thursday at the 
local bureau. 

Capt. Porter writes that the Chicago 
police have about twenty cases against 
Sullivan, who went under the name of 
O’Connor in that city. 

Sullivan is alleged to have met, wooed 
and won a Chicago widow, Mrs. Lysell, 
not long ago, representing himself as a 
secret service man. He married the 
widow, according to Capt. Porter, and 
deserted her a few days later, taking 
$75 in cash and $400 worth of jewelry. 

The jewelry is described as follows: 
“jold watch and chain, $110; diamond 
stud, $35; lady's ring, $200; wedding ring, 
$25: gold eyeglasses, $26. Sullivan, or 
O'Connor, also is said to have taken 
his new wife’s valise, which she values 
at $3. 

Sullivan is alleged to have told: Mrs 
Lysell that he carried a marvelous re- 
volver, which, merely pressing the han- 
dle, would shoot like a Gatling gun, 
firing thousands of bullets.

Asked for Speedy Trial. 


Another story with which Capt. Por- 
ter says he sought to tmpress his im- 
portance upon the widow he was wooing 
was to the effect that he had the privi- 
lege of a private wire, so that he could 
telephone from any point in the United 
States. After he left his wife he tele- 
phoned to her, stating that he was in 
Leavenworth, Kan. 

When arrested here Sullivan requested 
a speedy trial, so that if convicted he 
could begin serving his time at once, 

Local secret service mén are of the 
opinion that Sullivan hoped in this way 
to avoid being taken back to Chicago. 

District Attorney Blodgett said Thurs- 
day that in all probability Sullivan 
would be turned over to the Chicago 
secret service men, the cases against 
him there being stronger than the one 
in St. Louis. 

Sullivan’s arrest was brought about 
with the assistance of Mrs. Maude An- 
thony, a manicure in the Wright Build- 
ing, whom he had met at 3947 McPher- 
son avenye, where both were boarding.

Three Men Die in Duels. 

CHALCO, Mexico, April 15.—An un- 
usual series of crimes have occurred in 
the last two days. 

The first tragedy was enacted in this 
district. It was a double duel with pis- 
tols between Enrique and Alberto Gon- 
zales on one side, and Loreto and An- 
selmo Tamariz on the other. The lat- 
ter two were killed. 

They had murdered the father of the 
Gonzales boys.

Texan Says He Does Not 
Want to Tax Prosperity, 
but Prosperous. 





WASHINGTON, April 15.—Immediate- 
ly after the Senate convened today, Sen- 
ator Bailey introduced an income tax 
amendment to the tariff bill, agreed 
upon by the Democratic senators. 

It provides for a straight tax of 3 per 
cent on all incomes above $5000 a year. 
It exempts all incomes from Federal, 
State, county and municipal securities, 
salaries of all State officers and in- 
comes of corporations below $5000. The 
former law on this subject provided for 
a tax of 2 per cent on incomes of $4000 
and upward. 

Mr. Bailey does not attempt to avoid 
the constitutional questions and in ef- 
fect challenges them. 

Exempts Public Bonds, 

“T have responded to the unanimous 
decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, that _— has no 
power to levy an incc }: tax on State, 
county and municipal securities, and I 
have specifically exempted incomes de- 
rived from that source,” said Mr. Bal- 
ley. “I regard it as unfortunate that 
they were previously included in the 
law. IL thought it plain that the Court 
would say, and I think it equally plain 
that the Court ought to have decided, 
that that part of the law was not con- 
stitutional.”’ 

In other respects, he said, his amend- 
ment still challenges that decision of 
the Supreme Court. He was satisfied 
his amendment was not in contraven- 
tion of the constitution and he bélieved 
a majority of the Court erred in that 
decision. 

“And, remembering that that decision 
was by a divided Court, and that it over- 
ruled the decision of one hundred years,”’ 
he added, “I do not think it improper for 
the American Congress to consider the 
question of its reconsideration by the 
Supreme Court.” 

Wants to Tax Prosperous, 

Mr. Bailey said he did not introduce 
his amendment because he desired to 
tax prosperity, but because he preferred 
“to tax the incomes of prosperous peo- 
ple rather than to place it upon the 
backs and upon the appetites of peo- 
ple who at best are doing none too 
well.”’ 

“Can the Senator advise the Senate 
what amount his income tax amend- 
ment would raise?” asked Mr. Aldrich. 

‘‘No more,’’ replied Mr. Bailey, ‘‘than 
the Senator can teil the amount his tar- 
iff bill will raise.” 

Mr. Aldrich replied that he would do 
that later. 

Mr. Bailey added that his amendment 
would raise from $60,000,000 to $80,000,000 
revenue annually and he hoped there 
would be a provision in the bill to re- 
duce the customs revenues an equal 
amount. 


CLAYTON OFFICIALS CHASE

The countryside west of Clayton was 
the scene of a cross-lots Marathon 
Thursday, when Jailer Morrison and a 
party of county officials pursued Jim 
Parrott and Clarence E. Brown, escaped 
prisoners, for what seemed to the pursu- 
ers some 30 or 40 milex The chase end- 
ed about a mile from Clayton, when 
Brown was caught and Parott disap- 
peared from view.

President Telts Cl ells Congress That 
Philippine Laws Require 
Revising. - 


MAKES RULES SIMPLE 


Measure Was Drawn by Board 
of Experts After Meetings 
in Manila, 


By Wire From the Washingten Be- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—Although 
President Taft is today at New Haven, 
Conn., attending a meeting of the Yale 
corporation, he sent a special message 
to Congress, accompanying a bill revis- 
ing the tariff in the Philippine Islands. 

The bill, he says, is made necessary 
by the proposition in the Payne tariff 
bill to establish free trade with the 
Philippines, 


The message is as follows: 

To the Senate and House of ‘Rep 
resentatives: 

I transmit herewith a communica 
tion from the Secretary of War in- 
closing one from the Chief of the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs, in which 
is transmittted a proposed tariff re- 
vision law for the Philippine Islands, 

This measure revises ‘the present 
Philippine tariff, simplifies it and 
makes it. conform as nearly as possi- 
ble to the regulations of the customs 
laws of the United States, especially 
with respect to packing and pack- 
ages. The present Philippine regu- 
lations have been cumbersome and 
difficult for American merchants and 
exporters to comply with. 

Its purpose is to meet the new 
conditions that will arise under the 
section of the pending United States 
tariff bill which provides with cer- 
tain limitations, for free trade be- 
tween the United States and the is- 
lands. It is drawn with a view to 
preserving to the islands as much 
customs revenue as possible and to 
protect In a reasonable measure 
those industries which now: exist in 
the islands. 

The bill now transmitted has been 
drawn by a board of tariff experts, 
of which thé..Iugural Collector of 
Customs, Col. George R. Colton, was 
the president. The Board held a 
great many open meetings in Ma- 
nila and conferred fully with repre- 
sentatives of all business interests 
in the Philippine Islands. It is of 
great importansce to the welfare of 
the islands that the bill should be 
passed at the same time with the 
pending Payne bill, with special ref- 
erence to the provisions of which it 
was prepared. 

I respectfully recommend that this 
bill be enacted at the present session 
of Congress as one incidental to and 
required by the passage of the 
Payne bill.' WILLIAM H. TAFT.

The message was accompanied by let- 
ters from Secretary of War Dickinson 
and Gen. Edwards, Chief of the Bureau 
of Insular Affairs, urging the passage 
of the bill. 

Generally speaking, the bill submitted 
by the President makes a slight increase 
in the rates of duty now provided in the 
Philippine tariff, but its framers gay its 
tendency is to insure as far.as practi- 
cable the benefit of the Philippine mar- 
ket for American manufactures and 
products. 

The bill makes some additions to the 
free list. There will be an ' in 
internal revenue duties by which it is 
hoped to make up the loss which the 
Philippine Islands will suffer by the 
operations of the free trade provisions 
in the pending Payne tariff b.1l.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—With the 
arrival today of Mrs. Donald McLean, 
retiring president-general of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, and 
Mrs. William Cummings Story of New 
York, anti-administration candidate to 
succeed Mrs. McLean, the big struggle 
opens for the highest social position a 
woman can Obtain in the United States 
outside the White House. 

Mrs. McLecan’s candidate for the pres- 
idency, Mrs. Matthew T. scott, arrived 
yesterday from her home in Blooming- 
ton, Ill., and has opened headquarters. 
The contest for the presidency is be- 
tween the administration forces led by 
Mrs. McLean and Mrs. Scott, and the 
anti-adiministration forces, led by Mrs. 
Story. The national congress of the 
Daughters will convene Monday. 

Because Mrs. Story is championed by 
Mrs. Charles W. Fairbanks, who fig- 
ures as the opponent of Mrs. McLean, 
she therefore falls heir to the entire 
sentiment of the Mrs. Daniel Manning 
faction, which so long fought the pres- 
ent president-general. 


Faces a Powerful Rival. 

Mrs. Story also faces a powerful 
rival in Mrs. Scott, who, aside from the 
acministration’s support, has so many 
personal friends in both factions that it 
was believed she would be. elected 
unanimously. Her wealth and position, 
her connection with Mrs, Adlai Steven- 
son, the former head of the Daughters, 
as well as her own recerd go to make 
her an opponent to be feared. 

But the great event of the congress 
of this year is not its political signifi- 
cance so much as the completion of 
Continental Hall, the Daughters’ Memo- 
rial building, which is far under way. 

The building, of white stone, is 168 
feet deep by 222 feet wide. The interior 
decoration is extremely ornate. Laurel 
wreaths cross the flat pillars of the en- 
trance, on the left of which is the mu- 
seum for historic relics. To this the 
New York City Chapter gave $5000 in 
celebration of Mrs. McLean’s election to 
the presidency-general. 

The bronze tablet presented by the 
French Government during the first 
year of her rule is placed on one side 
of the hall. On the right is the library. 
The auditorium, which fills the rest of 
the first floor, is 79 feet by 130 feet. 
There are two large galleries and one 
smaller. Here as elsewhere the scheme 
is entirely in white. The seating ca- 
pacity is 1950. 

On the second floor is a ballroom in 
which Mrs. McLean will hold a recep- 
tion on the afternoon of April 19, which 
is .ontinental Hall Day. This room is 
decorated in white enamel with a Colo- 
nial fireplace. Guests will be ushered up 
one of the two wide staircases and down 
the other. One of the staircases, which 
are of cast iron, enamelled, was the gift 
of the Fort Greene Chapter of Brook- 
lyn. 

Gov. Fort to Open State Room. 

Gov. Fort of New Jersey will for- 
mally open the New Jersey State room, 
which boasts a historic wainscoting, the 
wood being taken from the old battle- 
ship Augusta, which was raised where 
she was sunk, off the Jersey coast. 

At the southeast corner “of the second 
floor is the President-General’s room. 
which Mrs. McLean will occupy for four 
days before the end of her term. This 
was furnished by an individual gife of 
$500 from Mrs. James H. Aldrich of the 
New York City Chapter. 

On the third floor of the building are 
the kitchens and dining rooms. The 
outer terrace is already completed, so 
that the Daughters may drive to the 
steps where the porte cochere will be 
placed. 

The work rushed through on _ the 
building since the last congress, a year 
ago, was made possible by the $200,000 
loan which Mrs. McLean effected and 
passed amid much dissent. This may 
be paid back in sums as small as $5000. 
This loan has not yet ben exhausted 
and will only be drawn out to complete 
contracts. Mrs. McLean’s chief desire 
is to see Mrs. Scott in the chair, be- 
cause she believes a woman accustomed 
to handling large affairs and thoroughly 
acquainted with business methods is 
best suited to manage the Daughters’ 
financial problem. 

The opening ceremonies will be im- 
pressive. Mrs. McLean's address will 
be responded to by Vive-President Sher- 
man. Former Gov. Warfield of Mary- 
land wil Ibe present, as well as Senator 
Daniels of Virginia.

Future Appointments Will 
Probably Be Held Up and 
Bills Defeated.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 15.—Official 
relations between Gov. Hadley and At- 
torney-General Major have become de- 
cidedly strained as a direct consequence 
of the Governor’s injunction proceed- 
ings to prevent the railroads restoring 
the 3-cent passenger fare rate. 

The fact that the Attorney-General is 
a Democrat and the chief executive a 
Republican, has helped to widen the 
bréach, political leaders say. 

The General Assembly has taken cog- 
nizance of the pending controversy with 
the result that the Democratic Senate 
and the Republican House are divided 
into hostile camps. 

Senate Works Agninst Hadley. 
Senate there is a well-defined 
campaign to defeat every important 
measure urged by the administration. 

Democratic leaders assert that Major 
has been treated unfairly by the Repub- 
lican adminstration. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral himself says: 

“Hadley stole my thunder. It was I 
who suggested that we enjoin the rail- 
roads after they had restored the 3- 
cent rate. The Governor, without con- 
sulting me, caused the injunction to be 
issued before the railroads acted. 

“When the Governor is right, I shall 
stand by him to the last ditch, and when 
he is wrong, I shall freely oppose him. 
When I am right, he should stand by 
me, and when I am wrong, he should 
oppose me.”’ 

Gov. Hadley maintains that as the 
chief executive officer of the State, it 
was his duty to see that the railroads 
respected the law. He does not regard 
the Attorney-General’s objection to his 
course in the present instance as ma- 
terial to the great issue involved. 

When the Governor was reminded that 
perhaps he had offended the Attorney-

“IT am sorry. When I was Attorney-

Dockery Ignored Crow. 


During the Dockery administration, 
Special attorneys were employed to ad- 
vise the Governor respecting legislation, 
the Attorney-General at that time, E. C. 
Crow, being ignored entirely. 

In the 1908 campaign, Mr. Major crit- 
icized Hadley’s administration as Attor- 
ney-General, but this was regarded as 
natural, and cannot be construed, polit- 
ical observers assert, as being in any- 
Wise responsible for the present situa- 
tion. 

, When the Standard Oil litigation was 
pending in the State Supreme Court, 
the Standard’s Missouri attorneys sub- 
mitted to Gov. Hadley a _ proposition 
to make Missouri a partner in the con- 
duct of the Standard’s business. Ap- 
parently the Attorney-General was 
overlooked. The ink was scarcely dry 
on the Standard’s propesition, however, 
when the Attorney-General’s office 
came out strongly against it. 

The Governor thought the proposition 
was worth considering, but Major's 
prompt opposition ended the negotia- 
tions: ° 

This little incident caused much com- 
ment. The railroads sought the Gov- 
ernor when they proposed a compro- 
mise in the rate fight. The Governor 
sent for the Attorney-General and a Jong 
conference, attended by the two off- 
cials and the representatives of the 
railroads, followed. 

At that conference, Gov. Hadley re- 
ported that the Attorney-General want- 
ed the railroads to establish a 2-cent 
fare on main lines and 3-cent on branch 
lines. 

Suggestion of Reprisal. 


The Attorney-General answered that 
“Gov. Hadley had made an honest mis- 
take by that assertion. I stood for a 
straight 2-cent fare all the way 
through,” said ‘he. 

There was just a suggestion of re- 
prisal on the Governor's part the other 
day ~hen he told the House in a special 
message that he had requested the At- 
torney-General to institute such pro- 
ceedings as may be deemed necessary to 
prevent the railroads from issuing 
passes. 

The Goverfor declared that the rail- 
roads had agreed to withhold free 
transportation on accoynt of a warning 
issued by him when Attorney-General, 
but they had violated the agreement. 

The Democratic Senate is determined 
that Gov. Hadley shall not get any 
glory out of the present Legislature, 
even though he has managed to outwit 
the Democratic Attorney-General on one 
or two occasions, 

It is more than probable that the Dem- 
ocrats will defeat the Hadley bill pro- 
viding for a State Public Utilities Com- 
mission, notwithstanding the fact that 
this measure was suggested originally by 
Democratic members.

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Outbursts of Applause Are 
Frequent During Speeches 
of Praise. 

HEAR CHORUS OF SIXTY 





Silver Service Is Presented to 
Him as Token of Busi- 
ness Men’s Esteem . 





Unstinted praise was heaped upon 
Rolla Wells, the retiring Mayor of St. 
Louis,.for the manner in which he con- 
ducted his office during his eight years 
of public service, at a farewell dinner 
and reception in his honor at the South- 
ern Hotel, Wednesday night. The 
greater part of the wealth of St. Louis 
Was represented by the more than four 
hundred business and professional men 
who sat at the banquet tables to bear 
testimony of their good will towarc Mr. 
Wells, and their appreciation of the 
services he rendered. 

At times the sentiments of the speak- 
ers started demonstrations in behalf of 
Mr. Wells, the banqueters arising from 
their tables, shouting, clapping their 
hands and: waving their napkins. 

One of these outbursts followed the 
declaration of Toastmaster James E. 
Smith that Mr. Wells had been unjustly 
attacked during his term of office; an- 
other when Archbishop John J. Glennon 
said, “an honest man, he was elected 
Mayor; an honest man, he retires,’”’ and 
another when Frederick W. Lehmann 
gaid that ‘“‘corruption never ventured to 
try the texture of his integrity.’’ 

The testimonial was tendered to Mayor 
Wells by men of all parties. There was 
in it no element of politics, many Re- 
publicaus as well as Democrats being 
Conspicuous in the event. Mr. Wells 
gat at the right of the toastmaster, and 
at his left was Mayor Frederick H. 
Kreismann, his successor. Mayor Kries- 
mann joined with the other speakers in 
congratulating him upon the esteem in 
which he is held by his fellow-citizens, 
and wishing him unbounded happiness 
in his future years. 

Some of the hosts, to do honor to 
Mayor Wells, broke their long-estab- 
lished precedents. It was stated that 
Samuel Cupples, who occupied a seat 
at the speakers’ table, had not dined 
away from his family for 27 years. 

Me, Wells Talks of Public Office, 

The sentiment of the speakers was 
that Mayor Wells had elevated the 
public service and - established new 
standards of honesty and efficiency in 
municipal government. In his own 
speech,: which was the last one of the 
evening, Mr. Wells said he had endeav- 
ored to make public office a_ public 
trust. He said he was not willing to 
take all the glory of the achievements 
of Kis administration, for much of it 
was due to the men who had been as- 
sociated with him ia the municipal gov- 
ernment.

Mr. Smith 
paid a splendid tribute to the retiriag 
Mayor, and said that no one could 
truthfully speak of the  accompiish- 
ments of his administrations except in 
terms of praise. 

Kix-Governor Francis Speaks, 

All the living ex-mayors of St. Louis, 
with the exception of Henry Ziegen- 
hein and Edward A. Noonan, were at 
the banquet. Ex-Mayors D. R. Fran- 
cis, C. P. Walbridge and Chauncey Ives 
Filley were at the speakers’ table. Ex- 
Gov. Francis was the second speaker. 
He declareu that Mr. Wells had been 
unawed by popular clamor, tenacious 
in his convictions and unswerved by 
political ambitions throughout his term 
of office. He took pleasure, he said. 
in saying ‘‘well done” to Rolla Wells. 

Former Mayor Walbridge referred to 
himself as a member of the Ancient 
and Honorable Order of Former May- 
ors, and sdid the order was glad to 
welcome Rolla Wells. 

Mr. Walbridge paid a beautiful trib- 
ute to Mr. Wells, and then said that 
human nature does not linger with the 
setting sun, but turns its face to the 
east to greet the new day. He said that 
Mr. Kreismann had just been ushered in 
With the new municipal day, and that 
the people wished him godspeed. and 
would lend him their hearty co-opera- 
tion as long as he endeavored to truly 
serve them.

“We bespeak for him your patience 
but not your indulgence,”’ said Mr. Wal- 
bridge; “‘your kindly eriticism if he is 
wrong and your courageous support if 
you believe him to be right." 

Mayor Kreismann followed Mr. Wal- 
bridge, and was given an enthusiastic 
reception. He spoke on the ‘‘Mayor’s 
Obligations,’’ and said that honesty of 
purpose, a consecration to the public 
welfare, cleanliness of heart and 
riotism should be the characteristics of 
the chief executive. He joined the other 
speakers in complimenting Mr. Wells 
upon his work as Mayor. 

Archbishop Glennon was on the pro- 
gram for a speech on civic reform. He 
said this was really an old subject, as 
the tablets recovered from the ruins of 
Babylon and along the Nile contained 
essays on municipal reform.

Mr. Lehmann closed his tribute to 
Mayor Wells by presenting him with a 
beautiful silver service, which had been 
bought by the business men of the city 
as a token of their appreciation for the 
public services of the guest of honor. 
Mr. Lehmann declared that the admin- 
istration of Mr. Wells “will remain for 
his children and their children, and for 
fellow citizens: a wholesome mem- 
and ‘a beneficent example.”’

He 
thanked his friends for their considera- 
tion, told Mayor Kreismann he would 
render him every assistance in his pow- 
er, and concluded his remarks with an 
eulogy to his mother and his wife. 

“If I have succeeded in doing good to 
my fellowmen,”’ he said, ‘‘then the mem- 
ory of the one (his mother) and the 
tresence of the other (his wife), should 
share in the great honor you have this 
night conferred upon me.” 


After the speeches 
many of the hosts gathered at the 
speakers’ table to greet Mr. Wells and 
Mayor Kreismann. The promoters of 
the dinner were highly pleased with its 
success, and said they believed it would 
serve as an inspiration for other public 
officials to emulate the example of Mr.

Vincent McShane, a former member of 
the House of Delegates, who is chair- 
man of one of the voluntary charter 
revision committees, appeared before the 
Freeholders and suggested that some- 
thing should be done to get the Legisla- 
ture to pass a bill to provide a special 
registration day prior to the Charter 
election. 

Bill Before Legislature.

WOMAN ASSERTS 
SHE WAS BEATE 
AT POOR FARM

Alton Police Matron Asks In- 
vestigation of Conditions in 
Madison County. 











‘Alleging cruel treatment for four 
years, Mrs. Lottie Brockman, 74 years 
old, who escaped from the Madison 
County Poor Farm at Edwardsville, IIl., 
last Friday, and took refuge in the Old 
Ladies’ Home at Alton, has interested 
Mrs. Sophia Demuth, Alton Police Ma- 
tron and reformer, in her case, and Mrs. 
Demuth has requested the State Board 
of Charities to investigate the ~ condi- 
tions at the Poor Farm. 

Mrs. Brockman says she was sent to 
the Poor Farm four years ago and has 
been ‘‘treated mean’’ from the start. 
Four weeks ago Saturday, she says, she 
asked permission to visit a woman liv- 
ing two miles from the farm, to get 
some German papers to read. Permis- 
sion was refused, but she went anyhow, 
a few days later, and got the papers. 

“I was locked in a cell for two hours 
when I returned,” says Mrs. Brockman, 
“and when they let me out I objected 
to such treatment. One of the attend- 
ants then’ got a big club and struck me 
across the arm. They tried to put me 
in the cell again, but I refused to go. 

Kept on Bread and Water. 
Finally they forced me in and kept 
me there two hours longer. When I 
was released they gave me only bread 
and water for supper.”’ 

Mrs. Brockman has bruises on her 
right arm. She complains that the food 
at the poor farm is not properly nour- 
ishing. Dried apples, dried peaches and 
day bread, she says, are the staples, 
and such meat as :s served is not 
cooked palatably. 

Mrs. Brockman says once she became 
so hungry that she begged a nicke! 
from an attendant, went to Edwards- 
ville and bought a loaf of bread, 
and, returning, ate it in her room. — 

Edward de Zingolaski, supervisor of 
the poor farm, denies that the old 
woman was mistreated. He says it 
was nécessary to lock her up because 
she was in the habit of running away, 
but that no attendant ever beat her.

Cash and Credit Custom. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

“‘McPherson” certainly hit the nail on the head 
when he asked if “cash customers’’ seemingly were 
not wanted in the large retail stores. I have been 4 
bookkeeper for a large retail concern for the last 
five years and can therefore write with some de- 
gree of certainly, and my advice to McPherson or 
anyone else who can, is to open “charge accounts” 
whenever they buy clothing or any household goods 
from large retailers. Of the smaller stores, I cannot 
say as to their treatment of a cash customer. For 
instance, A has purchased from a large store all his 
dry goods for several years, paying cash at the 
time of purchase, Upon the arrival of a package of 
goods, for which he has paid in advance, he finds 
some defect in the cloth which was not there when 
he bought it, perhaps damaged in delivery. Now, A 
must carry this bundle back to the store, register 
a kick, and if he hears nothing from them, must 
chase back again, and again waste his time and los- 
ing his temper, taking it up with floorwalkers, 
heads of departments, managers, etc., each telling 
him, “They will look into it,’ till he simply gets 
tired of it all and if the purchase be small he lets 
it go, and if large, he wastes about $10 of time to 
get a dollar’s worth of goods. He thinks that having 
paid cash for so long, the store would appreciate it 
all the more, but he learns his name is not known 
In the store except as “cash sale.’’ Now, in comes 
B, a “charge” customer, who buys no more goods than 
A does, and takes 30 days longer to pay for them. B 
gets a bad deal similar to A’s. All B does is to 
phone the store of it, telling them to send out a new 
piece and take back the damaged goods, something 
A could not do without paying cash for the new 
goods. When B’s goods are returned a credit mem- 
orandum is sent to him and his account credited. If 
ne attention is paid to B’s complaint he does not 
worry, knowing full well he can get more goods and

Fe- 
dora would like to know the particu- 
lars then and there, but Loris refusés 
to be more explicit, stating that it 
was neither the proper time nor place 
to make such a revelation, but she lis 
anxious to have the assassin in her 
power and insists upon a meeting one 
hour after her guests of the evening 
have departed. 

Suddenly the unexpected news of an 
attempt upon the life of the Czar is 
announced and Fedora’s guests take 
their hurried leave.
